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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that Opher fails to disclose use as an "AV resource". Page 4, paragraph 8 of the Office Action by Examiner Collins, 
dated 6/3/2005 states that Opher fails to disclose the "audio/visual" nature of data in Opher. Huckins is brought into a combination under 
35 U.S.C. 103(a) to present that "audio/visual" nature of the data to fulfill the requirements of the "AV resource" as claimed by applicant. 
Huckins discloses streaming multimedia data, including "audio, textual, and graphical (including video) data" in column 1, lines 15-17 of 
Huckins. The fact that audio and video data is sent through Huckins clearly discloses it as being an "AV resource". 

Column 15 of Opher discloses both a fragment identifier (in the header of the ATM packets) and addressing of both temporal and spatial 
fragments (inherent to CCITT 1. 363, but also shown in multiplexing and demultiplexing data and routing them to the correct output ports, 
which is "addressing". 

Applicant's arguments seem to be addressed toward the individual pieces of art in the combination, and not toward the combination of 
said art. 
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
